The machine tool workshops manufacturs universal drills, turning lathes,

planing lathes, milling machines, grinding machines, eccentric presses, and
the 1like, The produstion amounts to 200 pleces of the various machines per
month, Fifty percent are exported to the Soviet Union via Zshony, end about
20 percent are exported to Bulgaria and Rumania; the rest remain in Hungary.
